Keystone.-It is 
reported 
that 
operations at this old stand-by pro­ 
position will be resumed at au early 
date. 
If the parties who took an 
option of purchase, and failed to 
trfke hold, continue to keep aloof, 
the owner, Jasper McDonald, will re­ 
open on his own account. 
The pro­ 
perty is not Jong to remain idle. The 
dropping out of the Keystone trorn 
the list of active m ines has made a 
decided difference iu the business of 
Amador City, aud the people ot that 
burg will hail its roopeuiug with glad 
hearts. 
The closing down of one 
prominent mine, no matter what 
character of labor is employed, is felt 
as a serious blow to the commercial 
interests of any mining community. 
bright—The parties who have been 
negotiating for a bond ou this pro­ 
perty express themseives as still 
ready to take hold, as soon as the 
title can be cleared from probate 
proceedings to euable a good bond to 
be given. 
It is likely that in the 
event of this company failiug to take 
hold, some effort w ill he made to 
float a company, with the assistance 
ot local capital, to sink the shaft to a 
thousand feet, aud prospect it thor­ 
oughly at that depth, so as to deter­ 
mine tho size aud value of the ore 
body, with a view of ascertaining 
whether a paying tuiue exists there or 
not.

Tbe ore was not particularly 
rich; would perhaps not yield more 
than 815 to 820 per ton.

richer. 
It was heavily charged with 
sulphurets, arid the culprit imagined 
that tbe 
sulphurets wus gold, or 
plentifully charged with gold. 
Cer 
taiuty the ore was not worth stealiug. 
The value ot the quuutity found iu 
his possession was not over 82. 
'The 
theft is alleged to have occurred ou 
November 2. 
He was brought to 
Jackson by deputy coustable Hona. 
He pleaded guilty of petty lurceuy 
before Judge Golduer, and was sen­ 
tenced to pay a Hne of 830 or thirty 
days iu jail. He is taking it out at 
the county’s expense. 'The managers 
of the mines ate keeping a sharp look 
out for high graders. 'There are spots 
iu Heveral mines where the ore runs 
very high, aud every precaution is 
being taken to detect the pilfering ot 
this rock.

A P E R T IN E N T INQUIRY. 


A correspondent of the Calaveras Prospect asks the pertin­ 


ent question. Why, in face of a clear majority of between 
two and three hundred for the presidential ticket, the repub­ 
licans failed to elect their local candidates. 
Man for man 
they were fully equal to their opponents in all the essential 


qualifications for the offices sought, and yet they went down 


to defeat. 
The writer wants the republicans to search out 
the causes with the view of adopting remedial measures. The 
same inquiry will apply with even greater force to conditions 
in Amador county. 
The official figures of the late show an 
average majority of 150 for the republican presidential elec­ 
tors. 
This may be accepted as a correct index of political 
sentiment in this countjN 
T he majority for Roosevelt over 
Parker four years ago was 16S, on a total vote of 2790—fully 
500 in excess of the number of votes polled last week. 
So 
that Taft ran as well—considering the vote cast—as Roosevelt 
did in 1904. 
Amador has firmly planted herself in the re­ 
publican ranks on national questions. 
But when it comes 
to local candidates what a totally different tale is told. There 
were'four candidates nominated as straight-out republicans 
for local positions, and everyone of them went down to defeat. 
In one or two instances, perhaps, the outcome was 110 more 
than could have been expected. But even if this be admitted, 
it offers no adequate solution of the situation. 
There is no 
reason why republicans should not be able to put up just as 
strong candidates as the democrats. 
It is absurd to say that 
the party of the majority has less available and efficient ma­ 
terial for filling the public offices than the party of the min­ 
ority. 
T he reverse should be, and as a rule doubtless is, 
true, here as elsewhere. 
There may be something in the 
contention that the most available men 011 the republican 
side are not of the office-seeking clasS, and are averse to mak­ 
ing a political fight. 
But the fact remains, that republican 
nominees as well, if not better, qualified than their opponents 
for the positions sought, were defeated by the votes of their 
fellow republicans. 
In every district in which a supervisor 
had to he elected there was a good majority of republican 
voters. 
In township four, for example, the republican presi­ 
dential ticket received between 50 and 60 votes more than the 
Bryan ticket. 
This margin is equal to fully one-eighth of 
the total vote cast. The republican candidate was honest and 
capable, 
Nothing could be truthfully urged against his fit­ 
ness. 
And vet he was scratched to defeat to the tune of 16 
majority for his opponent. A similar outcome was furnished 
by the contest in supervisor district one, with its clear repub- 
can majority of about 50. 
T h is sort of thing is very discou­ 
raging. 
W e cannot believe th at it can be accounted for 011 
the theory that republicans are more inclined to be capricious 
in marking their ballots than the democrats. 
A ny explana­ 
tion that assumes that republicans are less loyal in local 
affairs than other partisans m ust be discarded. 
With the 
masses of voters party ties in the selection of local officers 
have very little influence. 
T he choice of the individual is 
determined by his personal knowledge of the candidates or 
by selfish considerations. 
Still we believe, all things being 
equal, republicans will stay with their local ticket just as 
well as any other class of voters. 
At the very earliest moment republicans should get to­ 
gether and take action to impart a better tone in relation to 
local politics. 
If errors of judgm ent have militated against 
success in the past let them be freely discussed and correct­ 
ed. 
Factional squabbles in the ranks should be frowned 
down. 
We have enough to do to fight the common enemy 
without trying to down those of our own political household. 
A vitally important matter is the adoption of rules and regu­ 
lations for the guidance of the county central committee, To 
impart confidence in the rank and file, a spirit of self-denial 
must be manifested. 
In two years heuce a full county ticket 
must be elected. 
Every effort should be made to strengthen 
the morale of the party for that event. 
It is absolutely 
necessary in order to get the right candidates, and command 
the loyal support of the party voters for the ticket.
